“IN SINGAPORE. 


_ Some little time ago we were the first to. 
announce a contemplated amalgamation be- 
h(ween the two important firms of Riley, Har 
greaves & Co., and Howarth Erskine & Co, 
Ltd, of Singapore and various places in the 
Malay Peninsula and Bangkok, (In the 
industrial tife of the Straits, ‘and especially in. 
Singapore, these two huge Companies bear a 
large part, Overshadowéd in some respects by 
the Tanjong Pagar Dock Co,, which has now 
lo, be expropriated,’ cach of the two « big 
concerns that are to becnme one, yet possesses 
an organisation, plant and staff of Europeans 
and native that would fairly astonish any one 
who had not been through the ‘machine shops, 
over the- shipbuilding slip, or who did not 


co 


that they undertake,» For whatever purposes 
iron steel'and metals can be used, these big 
firms use them. They have been engaged in 
the largest engineering contracts, have built 
ships and jnstalled mills, carried out railway 
And they have 
done all this in a healthy spirit of competition 
that has been good for the development of the 
Colony, The sharcholders of each Company 
are called together for the end af Jute to con- 
sider proposals for amalgamation, and they 
have thus three months to turn the matter over 
in their minds, Riley Hargreaves was made 
into a limited company in 1899, and has 
a share capital of $875,0¢0, with ‘six per cent 
debentures to the amount of $225,000, Ho- 
warth Erskine’s was formed in 1gol and its 
capital is $1,200,002, with $250,000 seven per 
cent debentures. Both the companies have 
paid good dividends—ten per cent and 2} 
bonus and ten per cent and § bonus—and are 
both known-to be in avery flourishing con- 
dition, With the reasons for amalgamating 
the shareholders are chietly concerned, the 
chief argument ‘being’ no doubt that it will 
reduce establishments and therefore charges, 
the cost of running one big concern being less 
than two, a3 regards management, &c, ~The 
larger Company will also have an advantage 
in purchasing, and in executive power. The 
public may anticipate an absence of competi- 
tion in the future that may or not prove advan- 
tugeaus, [t may tend to make engineering 
works cheaper, as sometimes” happens when 
large interests are merged, or it may tend to 
take them dearer, as often happens the nearer 
one gets toa monopoly. Itisa little curious 
that just as the Government has abolished one. 
great industrial concern that had to look first 
to dividends, anather should spring up. But 
pethaps Riley Hargreaves, Ltd, or Howarth 
Erskines, or whatever name it will be known 
by, will not do this.—Sinyapore Free Press,

Apart from the striking evidence given 
before the Committee on Physical Deteriora- 
tion, the promotors of this gathering can. quote, 
the fact that the most wide-awake nation in 
the world, America, spends on intoxicants 
about go per cent, less than the people of the, 
United Kingdom, They may also point to the 
revelations of an insurance actuary that abstain- 
crs live 25 per cent. longer on the average 
than even estima and they may

refer to the testimofiy df the medical officer of 
the Claybury Asyiti that a quarter of the 
males and about halfas many of the females 
admitted to that establishment in the past 
ten years have owed their insanity to drink, 
These and other lights on the social system 
cate to be ‘discussed on Wednesday by Sir 
Victor Horsley, Dr. T. B. Hyslop, of 
Bethlehem Hospital, the chairman of the 
London County Council, the president of the ® 
London Chamber of Commerce, and Sir Henry a 
Cunningham. [tis felt that the matier is one 
that needs to. be sifted and testimov, to the 
interest which is being taken in next week's 
gathering is supplied by the announcement 
that about 250 gentlemen have expressed their 
intention to attend the conference. The Earl 
of Lytton, Lord Claud Hamilton, Lord 
Avebury, Lord Monkswell, and Lord Brassey 
are amongst these, and also representatives of 
the great banking and insurance companies, 
the leading railway companies, the Institutes 
of Actuaries and Secretaries, the Society of 
Accountants and.

done easily as at any other time, It takes 
from 24 to 30 seamen to man a full-rigged 
ship, By using half the men, and adopting 
the Williams system, a saving of 12 men for one 
year would amount to nearly £600,

Nicholas the First, or one of those original, 
alitocrats who enjoyed personal rule by virtue 
oftheir personal qualities, But that type has 
apparently passed away. ‘The mode! modern 
monarch is the one whose despotism, as Mr. 
Gilbert wrote, is tempered by acquiescence in 
the emphatically-expressed wishes of his sub- 
jects, and not necessarily a man of strength in 
council or on the battleficld. A new view of 
government had become popular, according to 
which the people govern thou zh a King reigns, 
And we shall doubtless Sec this insisted upon 
in Russia, in the form of an unceasing demand 
for those representative institutions which men 
fight and even die for, but which, having once 
been won, are often ignored, as they 60 un- 


stimulating its sympathies, and in developing 
its appreciation of simple sense, A colossal 
war has been in Progress for months, Its 
fortunes have turned in such a way that its 
hopelessness lo one party is as visible as the 
s'arsinaclearsky.
